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Foshee Family 

The Foshee family came from France, landed in Rhode Island, 
noved to Milledgeville, Georgia, and then to Conecuh County (now 
iscambia County, Alabama). 

James Stewart Foshee (b. 25 Aug. 1792)(d. 16 March 1860) fol- 
owed farming and the lumber business all of his life. At the time of 
tis death, he owned several plantations and valuable lumber inter- 
sts. He first married Martha Nancy Parker (b. 04 Aug. 
787)(d.1839). They had four children: I. Harriet (b. 1821). II. John 
Villiam (b. 01 Feb. 1825)(d.19 Jan. 1882). III. Martha (b. 26 Dec. 
826). IV. Dave (b. 13 Jan. 1829). 

Martha Nancy died in 1839 and James Stewart later married 
‘assaline Amanda Clements (b. 13 May 1824)(d. 29 April 1892).

Stewart James was 
engaged in the lumber 
business and became 
known as one of the 
lumber barons in the 
area. His father died 
when he was ten years 
old. His older brother 
went to fight for the 
uthland, leaving care of his mother and sister to him. His mother 
mained with him until her death many years later. 

His father’s property was wholly lost to the family by the vicissi- 
des of the war. Starting anew, he became involved in various lum- 
partnerships from time to time with T. R. Miller (Miller & 
»shee), J. M. Clements (Miller, Foshee & Clements), Miller, Foshee 
Lindsey, and Sowell, Foshee & Co. 

He was president of the Bank of Brewton from 1892-1896 and then 
ain from 1897-1907. In 1869 he married Matilda Catherine 
cGowin (b.

They were the sons of Absalom Fuqua and his wife, T 
(perhaps Barrow), who settled in the 1840s into wha 
Escambia County. Absalom arrived in the Oak Grove Wal 
Okaloosa County, Florida, area about 1827. Probably an stints me 
man when he first came, he may have met Tabitha there, Glenc 
married by the 1830 Census but had no children yet.

Absalom, born in North Carolina about 1800, was the descendant 
of Guillaume Fouquet, a French Huguenot who fled to Virginia ia 
the late 1600s as a result of the persecutions of the Huguenots in 
France. He was married to Jane Eyre about 1667. A few generations 
later, Absalom’s father, Randolph R. Fuqua, left Virginia and began 
the North Carolina - Georgia - Alabama migration. 

Absalom and Tabitha (born in either South Carolina or Georgia) 
were the parents of Wesley who married Nancy Archilus and settled 
near Andalusia; Henry Moton who married Sarah Arwood King; John 
who first married Esther (?) aiid ica stoxie Susan King; Nancy: 
Elizabeth; James who married Elizabeth Haveard; Sarah; Minerva 
who married George Nieser; Reuben who married Lottie Cincinnati 
Adkinson; George; Wealthy; Mary Pollyanna who married William 
Barneycastle and lived in Santa Rosa County, Florida; and Samuel. 

They were found in the 1840 Walton County census, living two 
households from elderly Randolph R. Fuqua, the apparent father of 
Absalom. By 1850, Absalom and Tabitha had moved into the future 
Escambia County. He died about 1855 and Tabitha after 1860. Their 
burial places are unknown.

Sarah Middleton Gibson is remembered as being a beautiful woman 
with Indian features. She was fair in complexion with long pretty 
hair. It is said she was a slave fathered by the plantation owner. 
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
